Vicious Rioting Again Marks 


the Strike of Teamsters 
at Chicago, 


WITH DRAWN PISTOLS 
POLICE CHARGE MOBS 


Nobody Was Shot, but Many Heads. 


Were Broken—The Situation Is 
More Intense and Further 
Violence Is Looked 
For. 


Chicago, May 26.—Rioting broke out 
afresh today in the teamsters’ strike 
ind although nobody was seriously hurt. 
there weré a number of vicious fighte in 
the lumber district, during which the po- 
lice were compelled to use their clubs, 
and in One instance revolvers, in order 
to disperse the mobs. 

A serious fight took place at the cor- 
ner of Canal and Madison streets, ad- 
joining the passenger depot of fhe Perin- 
sylvania railroad. The wagon of an ex- 
presse company,- although protected by a 
policeman and a deputy sheriff; and bear- 
ing a federal injutra.are ecard, was at- 
at SR tS Te ge crowd. ‘Tat eeliceman 
displayed hig revolver, but the <crvad, 


paying no attention to him, rushed. at they. 
wagon and seizing tie wheels, attenipted: 


to overturn it. A riot call Brought from 
the Des Piaines pes police station, four 
equéares distant, a large force of officers, 
who dispersed the crowd and arrested 
about forty of the most active in the 
disturbance. 

Policemen Fired Six Shots. 

The worst fight in the lumber district 
eccurred at Twenty¢second street and 
Ashiand avenue, where a crowd of men 
and boys had al] through the morning 
hurled stones and@ clubs at every passing 
jumber wagon. Finally a wagon, on 
which Police Officer Bagenski was a pas- 
eenger, came along and the mob greeted 
it with the usual] volley of stones. They 
also threatened to attack the driver, anud 
the situation was 60 serious that the 
officer, drawing. his revciver, fired saiy 
shots at the crowd, which brohe and fled 
in wild confusion.

This evemng general rioting was preva-

Stones were hurled at the patrol wag- 
eon and the police were forced several 
times to jump from the wagon and 
charge the mobs before the streets could 
be sufficiently cleared to enable them to 
reach - the lumber wagons. 

Police Use Clubs. 

A” crowd of union pickets had been 
Stationed in a saloon on Thirty-fifth 
street to block the passege of the trucks. 
The police dashed into the saloon, us*i 
thelr clubs freely and chased the pickets 
Gown the street. The réturn to the yards 
Was marked by repeated attempts to 
block the wagons and the police madc 
numerous charges into the mobs. 

The. strike today spread in a smal) de- 
gree throughout the  bullding trades. 
There were a number of instances where 
Wood workers refused to receive the ma- 
terial deéifvered by non-union tesms*ers 
-and watked out. This move in many 
instances was made by the men as indi- 
viduals only. There was no official ac- 
tion taken by any of the matertal tra ites 
unions looking to active sympathetic sup- 
port of the teamsters’ strike. Several of 
the labor leaders jn the ranks of the ma- 
teria! trades have declared within th- 
last twelve hours that there is no pros- 
pect, in their opinion, of any complete 
pve 4 of the building tredes by a strike 
*of th. men.

ADMIRAL TOGO 
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HUNGRY DEATH 


Province of. Russia 


Whole Section Subsist by De- 
vouring the Flesh of Their 


Dogs—Starvation in 
' Sight... 


' St. Petersburg, May 26.—The Russky 
Slovo, of Moscow, foday prints a dis- 
patch from Vladivostok which indicates 
that the inhabitants of the whole mari- 
time region of eastern Siberia, including 
the tsland of Sakhalian and the Kam- 
ehatka peninsula, are facing starvation 
bn account of the situation produced by 
the ‘war. 

‘“Word has been brought to Vadivostok 
from Okhotsk, eastern Siberia, that the 
fish supply of Sakhalian was exhausted | 
last winter and that the inhabitants ate 
their dogs. There is no flour on the 
island and the people are confronted with 
death by starvation. A similar situation 
exists at Kamchatka, where the people 
are ‘practically left to their fate. No

JAPANESE COLONY FOR TEXAS. 


Thousand Farmers Will Be Settled in 
Rice Fields. 

Washington, May 26.—Japanese coloni- 
gation is contemplated in Texas by a 
Wealthy Japanese agriculturalist, who re- 
heéntly visited the United States, accord- 
ing to & report submitted to the depart- 
tent of commerce and labor by Fred D. 
Fisher, the American consul] at Tamsul, 
Formosa, who based his announcement 
upon recent publications in Japanese 
papers. The report says that 1,000 farm- 
ers are to be collected in Japan, and that 
as a first undertaking 9,809. acres will be 
cultivated ta Paddy ftelds in Texas, 

Mr. Fisher has forwarded to the de- 
partment an interview with the Japa- 
nes@ gentlemen in which the statement 
Was made that farming was the only 
enterprise that can profitably be under- 
taken in America. by the Japanese. He 
says he intends to invest upwards of 
$350,000 the first year in breaking lands 
and in other expenses. The colony is 
to locate on lands. rich in soil, but until 
revently used for grazing.

Cincinnati, May 26.—The celebration 0” 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Club. closed tonight 
with a notable banquet, where the, speak- 
efs discussed vital questions of the day. 
The cities which were represented at the 
banquet were Boston, Chicago, St. Louis 
and Cincinnati. Secretary of War Taft 
made the principal speech of the evVe- 
ing. ;

The secretary said in part: 

“If the Panama canal were inside the 
territory ofthe Gnitea States, of course

He then spoke -of the relation of the 
government to the railroads. 

“I cannot but think,” he sald, ‘‘the dis- 
cussion which is now going has had a 
much wider scope.than is necessary. The 
question is the passage of certain legisia- 
tion and the discussion is properly nar- 
rowed by consideration of what that legis- 
lation is,”’ 

He explained the present statute on 
inter-state commerce, calling attention to 
“unreasonable. rates,” 
and the position of the interstate com- 
merce commission on the. matter. He 
stated that the measure proposed ‘is. a 
very moderate measure, and it is. unfair 
to denounce Ii¢ 80 severely as had been 
» done,

To pass the ordi- 
nance over the maydr’s veto the organi- 
gation needs twenty-six votes and the 
mayor seventeen to sustain him. The 
gembership of common council is elghty- 
four. Here the organization needs fifty- 
One votes and the mayor thirty-four. 
The first important move of the new 
administration—a move that was of vital 
importance to organization men who hols 
city contracts—was taken today, wher 
the new director of public works, Acker, 
annulled the advertisement for bids for 
street cleaning for 1906. The contract 
will aggregate about 8/,000,000. The 
eontract for this year is held by the 
Ware Brothers, one of whom is state 
genator and the other recorder of deeds

Justico Maddox, in His Decision, 
Says That the Stockholders 
Have Never Been Given a 
Chance To Vote on the 
Pian.

New York, May 26.—The motion of 
Franklin B. Lord, which sought to re 
etrain the directors of the Equitable Lite 
Assurance Society from mutualizing the 
company was granted today by Justice 
Maddox in the supreme court in Brook- 
lyn. In granting the motion, Justice 
Maddox said after reviewing the facts 
in the gase: 

“The motion therefore is granted, but 
is limited to the filing and effectualiza- 
tion of such proposed amended charter, 
for it appears tHat such contemplated 
amendment has been adopted and €x®e 
cuted by the board of directors.’” 

The injunction against the mutuali- 
gation of the society is to be in force 
‘only pending the trie] of the action 
which also involves the same question. 

In his decision Justice Maddox susetain- 
ed the contention that the Equitabie 
stockholders never had a chafice to yote 
on the mutualization plan and rejects as 
of no gerit the suggestion made in court 
by counsei for James H. Hyde. that the 
assent of a majority of the stock was 
sufficient, even if no stockholders’ meet- 
ing had been held. The justice quoted 
from fofmer judicia] decisions to the ef- 
fect that the Equitable was a stock, not 
a membership, corporation, and that pol- 
icy holders are not members of the com- 
pany. To deprive the owner of stock of 
the right to vote for the management 
of the company, Justice Maddox held, 
might be the same as depriving them of 
his property. The justice did not ex- 
press an opinion as to the ownership 
of the @&mpany’s surplus further than 
to say that whatever right, if any, the 
stockholders may have to the esurplus 
miust await the company’s fina] distri- 
pution while the volicy holders’ right is 
dependent upon his policy and its contin- 
vance and must he determined by the 
terms,of the policy. 

In conclusion, Justice Madox said: 

“Internal differences between some of 
the gentlemen most prominently con- 
cerned with the management of the 
company have had no weight with the 
court on this motion akd comment upon 
allegations ‘touching such disagreements 
is unnecessary. The court has nothing 
to do with the reasons or purposes ac- 
tuating either those who have sought to 
bring about contemplated change of 
charter or of those who now seek to 
restrain its effectuation, ‘The inten-, 
tions of all are presumed to be for 
the good of those interested, and it is 
for this court only to consider and 
fenriessly ‘to @etermine the quéstidns 
presented.”’ 

The motion to strike out certain state- 
ments contained.in the plaintiffs’ mov- 
ing papers’ and in the intervening p@ti- 
tion fileg by. James H. Hyde and William 
Hi. McIntyre are denied. The motion to 
sirfke out these statements were made 
by counsel for James W. Alexander, 
president of the Equitable. 

Roosevelt To Keep Hands Off. 

Washington. May 26.—President Roose- 
velt, as heretofore noted, has been urged 
to take steps looking to a government 
inquiry into the operations of life in- 
surance companies and especially the 
Waquitable Léfe Assurance Society of New 
York, concerning which embarrassing 
womplications have developed during the 
past few months. After careful consid- 
eration of the suoject and inquiry into 
the legal phases of suggested investiga- 
tion the president has determined that 
in the entire circumstances the gov- 
ernment has io authority to take up the 
matter either through a special commis- 
sion or through a bureau of corpora- 


tions.

Southern Presbyterians Pass 


Matter to Next Assembly, 


Bentiment Developed During the De- 
bate Indicates Strong Opposition 
to Any Sort of Union 
with Other Church 
Bodies. 


Fort Worth, Tex., May 26.—The forty- 
fifth general assembly of the Southern 
Presbyterian church adjourned this af- 
ternoon. Moderator Plunkett declared 
the convention dissolved at 5:30, and 
at the same time called the next ses- 
gion to meet at Greenville, 8. C., at II 
a.m. on the third Tuesday in May, 
1906. 

The discussion of the question of fed- 
eration with other branches of the church 
was long drawn out and when the end 
came it was as far from a final settle- 
ment as at any time during the debate, 
which preceded the vote. There is an ir- 
reconciliable element in the church that 
forcefully manifested itself, which is op- 
posed to federation and there is an ele- 
ment slightly stronger that favors it, 
but neither side could muster the nec- 
essary strength to definitely settle the 
matter. 

Status of Question. 

In the end the question, by a vote Of 

93 to 8!, was merely referred back to 


its committee, to which were added three | 


members. The committee was instructed 
to bring another plan of federation be- 
fore the next assembly. 

An amendment offered by Dr. Eugene 
Daniel to the federation committee's re- 
port discontinuing the question of fed- 
eration was lost and his substitute 
amendment that the general assembly 
should declare its Inability to accept the 
plan of federation outlined by the joint 
conference committee at Pittsburg, Pa., 
last January, was also lost, 

The vote on the question of union was 
a close one. Four ballots were taken 


. before a decision was reached, the last

the vote stood 93 to 8! in favor of the 
report of the committee which, however, 
was insufficient for finat settlement.

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Dr. Van Dyke’s ‘‘Book of Prayers” Rejected by the 
Northern Assembly---Author Said His Work 
Had Been Styled ‘‘Canned Prayers.” 


Winona Lake, Ind., May 26.—Both ses- 
sions of the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church were devoted al- 
most entirely to discussion of the reports 
of the committee on forms of service 
and the committee on temperance. 

For three hours the report on forms of 
service was debated by at least one hun- 
dred speakers, chief among which were 
Dr. Henry Van Dyke, chairman of the 
committee, and author of ‘‘The Book of 
Prayers,’ and Justice Harlan, of the 
United States supreme court. The debate 
was about equally divided, with the re- 
sult that the report, together with. ‘“The 
Book of Prayers,’ which is was sug- 
gested should be adopted by the general 
assembly as a part of a fixed form of 
service, was referred to an enlarged com- 


mittee. 

Dr Van Dyke said he had a hard 
proposition to meet. There is no ritual- 
ism in the Dook of prayer, he said, and 
the report of the committee had been 
misunderstood.

DE AOTHSCHLD 


Head of French Branch of 
Great Banking House 


News of Death Caused Deep Impres- 
sion on Financiers—Rothschild 
Was Noted in Paris for 
His Lavish Chari- 

ties. 


Paris, May 26.—Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild, head of the French branch 
of the banking house bearing the name 
of Rothschild and governor of the Bank 
of France, died at 4:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing from acute bronchitis aggravated by 
gout. The eminent financier had been 
sinking slowly for many days, but there 
was no apprehension that his death was 
imminent. He first took his bed two 
weeks ago. Several] rallies gave promise 
of his recovery. Two days ago the baron 
began to fail rapidly and his condition 
assumed a disquieting ferm. Although he 
kept up an animated conversation with 
members of his family and old servants, 
the patient became very weak and last 
night entered upon a comatose state and 
passed away this morning peacefully, 
surrounded by his family. The announce- 
ment of the baron’s death caused wide- 
spread regret, for besides his position in 
the financial world, Baron Alphonse was 
known for his lavish charities, one of 
the latest being the gift of $2,000,000 
for the erection of workingmen’s homes. 

The news of the baron’s death caused 
a deep impression among financiers gen- 
erally. It was said that his death would 
probably momentarily influence the ex- 
tensive interests in which the house is 
concerned, but that” it would not have a 
lasting effect on the markets. 

The deceased, who was born in 1827, 
will be succeeded as head of the Paris 
banking house by Baron Lambert de 
Rothschild, of Brussels, whose business 
capacity has earned him a world-wide 
reputation, 

The burial of Baron Alphones will be 
most simplg, according to the strict rule 
of the Rothschild family, including a 
plain coffin without mourning tributes. 
The funeral, the date of which has not 
yet been fixed, will be the occasion of a 
notable tribute of respect. 

A member of a French-American bank- 
ing house said: 

‘Baron Alphonse was the leading spirit 
of the Rothschilds in their relations with 
practically all the governments of 
Europe. Besides tBe colossal task of 
financing the indemnity which France 
paid to Germany after the Franco-Ger- 
man war of 1870-7! he actively carried 
on relations with other governments. In 
Italy these included beth the government 
and the vatican finances. The house also 
has large interests in Spain, largely con- 
trols railroad development and held con- 
siderable parts of the old Russian loan 
issues. Tlie house, however, has not ex- 
ercised a controlling influence in the new 
Russian loans. The large industrial in- 
terests of the house in Russia includes 
the petroleum fields of Baku. Thé house 
has also had tonsidérable dealings with 
American securities through the house of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. and John W. Gates 
including. Louisville and Nashville and 
Ar ag cgges.

GIVEN AN AIRING 
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Professor Clarke Replies fo 
Editorial by Or Bell 


Professor Clarke Reiterates State- 
ment That He Resigned Because 
of Xetion of Trustees—He 
Gives His Views of the 
Ideal University. 


Macon, Ga., ~ May 26.—(Special.)—Tac 
editorial in The Christian Index on the 


situation at Mercer has occasioned much 
comment at the university, owing to 


the fact that Dr. Bell, the editor of The 
Index, is one of the university’s trus- 


tees, 
Professor Clarke to Dr. Bell. 

Replying to that editorial, George Her- 
bert Clarke, professor of English at Mer- 
cer, but who has tendered his resigna- 
tion on account of the recent action of 
the board of trustees, says: 

“In the issue of The Christian Index 
for May 26, there appears an editorial 
under the caption, ‘The Duty of Mer- 
cer’s Trustees,” which elaborates a polli- 
cy for the Christian college, discus$es 
‘one of the actions of those members of 
the board who met lately in Macon, eri*- 
icises my motives in giving publicity to 
my individual view of the board's atti- 
tude, and asserts that ‘there is still more 
work of the same sort to be done by 
them (the trustees) before they shall 
have completely met their obligations 
to the Christian parents who send their 
sons to Mercer.’ 

In Courtesy to Index. 

“In courtesy to The Index, I could 
wish that conditions were such as to 
‘render desirable the appearance of the 
present letter in its columns of next 
week. Since, however, certain state- 
ments appear in the editorial mentioned 
that seem to me to demand immediiate 
reply, and since the assumption of iny 
editorial attitude by The Index has been 
delayed so long that my reliance upon 
its hospitality would probably mean % 
discussion unfinished before the June 
meeting of the board and the ensuing 
commencement, for these two reasons + 
venture to ask a place in The Constitu- 
tion for the remarks that follow: 

‘Permit me first to express my sur- 
prise and regret that The Index shou!d 
re-present a statement concerning the 
circumstances of my resignation which 
I have already shown to be without basis 
in fact. Let me repeat, then, that Il 
was at no time informed by any person 
or comemittee that the board had ‘de- 
cided not to reelect’ me. Indeed, I un- 
derstood from the committee with whom 
I met that its members had no authori- 
ty to make any such statement, and that 
I was as free as before to take what- 
ever steps I wished, either to submit my 
name for reeleetion or vutherwise. The 
purpose of the committee, as I inter- 
preted it, and as I believe the gentle¢- 
men composing !t did and do {Interpret 
it, was rather to present to me the 
ideas of the board concerning methods 
of ‘spiritualizing the life of the collese, 
that my personal and professional views 
concerning those methods might be frec- 
ly expressed. They were so expressed, 
and afterwards, in a spirit of amity tv- 
ward the board, yet with the conviction 
that the ideas named were likely to 
prove futile, if-not harmful, I asked the 
committee to present my resignation, on 
the ground of my inability to harmonize 
with those ideas. The secretary of the 
board advises me that the resignation 
was formally presented and accepte4 


Why He Announced His Resignation. 

“During a conversation with the last- 
named gentleman, I reserved the right 
to make a public announcement of mv 
resignation, and the grounds therefor. 
That right was recognized and—conceded. 
The newspapers had already begun to 
publish tInformation and misinformation 
concerning the situation at Mercer. Be- 
fore the actual publication of my first 
note took place I offered, as a matter 
of courtesy and fairness, to show the 
inanuscript to the secretary. He fore- 
went that opportunity. 

“The foregoing is. to the best of my 
knowledge and belief, a strictly faith- 
ful account of what it is just and 
right that Mercer’s friends should know. 
I, therefore, submit that on the personal 
side the editorial under discussicn does 
me 2 grave injustice. The only “mor- 
titieation”’’ I feel is a vicarious ‘nortifi- 
eaticn for the individual who is re- 
sponsible for these misstatements, de- 
spite his knowledge of my alreadv public 
and explicit review. 

“May I further trespass upon your 
space in order to attempt the presen- 
taticn of what I believe to be not only 
an cquitable but a necessary working 
policy for the denominational college? 
Il recognize clearly that the property 
and administrative rights of such in- 
stitutions are finally vested in trustees 
apoointed hy the denomination concern- 
ed. Yet, In the large, it is true that 
the institution does not live by or for 
the denomination alone. Any college, 
on whatever foundation, that does not 
undertake genuinely academic work, in 
an ecademic atmosphere, ought to. be 
deprived of its charter. Any college, 
on whatever foundation, that does under- 
take such work, in such an atmosphere, 
must perforce establish for itself a 
certain rank and reputation in the edu- 
cational world. It is not publicly judged 
with regard to its efficiency as a de- 
rom:national engine. It is rather judged 
by the generous’ spirit, the  cutholic 
thinking, the sure ability of the men 
who bear its degrees. Frequency and 
ecnspicuousness of religious exercises, as 
such, are not to be identified or con- 
founded with the spirit of religion in 
itself. Trappings and integuments. how- 
ever valuable, are, after all, as Carlyle 
teaches us, but ‘clothes.’ There is no 
magical efficacy in phylacteries. 

“What is an academic atmosphere? 
Certainly, it is one of sweetness and 
light. It must be felt that every word 
brooded, every idea conceived, is charged 
with hidden potencies for good or for 
evil, but this feeling must not deter from 
courageous and discriminating analysis. 

Character and Culture. 

“Character and culture, it must be un- 
derstood, are the ends of life. No ear- 
nest student, indeed, can fail in his 
work to be touched scores of times each 
day at precisely those fibers of his be- 
ing that spell for him character and cul- 
ture. College men should first of ah 
be men, not departmentalists. Life is 
a unit. They must learn to live in the 
large, with a receptiveness which re- 
joices no less in the variety of their 
Giver’s bounty than in its frequency; 
rat aon A ‘which believes in the In- 
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working, or by whatever method, and | 
with a hope that is as inclusive as in- 
exhaustible. They must recognize fhe 
truth and take warning from it that a 
man may be even without being free. 

“The school that recognizes these and 
dependent principles is, I think, sir, a 
Christian school. It intelligently directs 
the thought of its students; it guides 
men, however devious their paths, to 
God; it educates to just action; in it one 
breathes the frank air of freedom and 
love. ‘Christian’ is a high and noble 
word, too high and noble, however, to 
be given a content a whit less wide, a 
degree less gracious, than abode in the 
mind of Him from whom it is derived. 
Cardinal Newman's sagacious prospectus 
of the aim of a university course will 
bear repeating here. It is, he tells us, 
‘the great ordinary means to a great 
but ordinary end; it aims at raising the 
intellectual tone of society, at cultivating 
the pbulic mind, at purifying the national 
taste, at supplying true principles to 
popular enthusiasm and fixed aims to 
popular aspiration, at giving enlargement 
and sobriety to the ideas of the age, at 
facilitating the exercise of political 
power, and refining the intercourse of 
private life. It is the education which 
gives a man a clear conscious view of 
his opinions and judgments, a truth in 
developing them, an eloquence in ex- 
pressing them and a force in urging 
them. It teaches him to see things as 
they are, to go right to the point, to dis- 
entangle a skein of thoughf, to detect 
what is sophistical and to discard what 
is irrelevant He has the repose of 
a mind which lives in itself, while it 
lives in the world, and which has re- 
sources for its happiness at home when 
it cannot go abroad. He has a gift 
which serves him in publie and supports 
him in retirement, without which good 
fortune is but vulgar, and with which 
failure and disappointment have a 
charm.’ . And he speaks elsewhere of 
the mind fhat despises such considera- 
tions as that of the ‘prejudiced man,’ 
who ‘takes it for granted, or feels an 
undoubting persuasion—not only that he 
himself is In possession of divine truth, 
for this is a matter of opinion, and he 
has a right to his own, but that we, who 
differ from him, are universally impost- 
ors, tyrants, hypocrites, cowards and 
slaves.’ 

“To conclude: Let me say, that I have 
no hostility whatever to denominational 
education, so it be education, though I 
believe that it often falls far short of 
its right and opportunity. The spirit of 
faith and sacrifice that has conditioned 
the growth of this great country may 
be found not seldom working quietly and 
bravely in the class room and faculty 
meetings of the denominational college, 
and back in the. hearts of the constitu- 
ents whose ancestors put their blood and 
life into the founding of the school. 
This, it seems to me, is the prime con- 


sideration: that there is not and cannot 
be any antagonism between a catholic 
regard for truth and the spirit of pure 
religion. Good does not have two 
sources. To mistake form for substance 
is to commit the most fatal of errors, 
Forms change. Life is a becoming, an 
‘eternal process moving on.’ Its molds 
of thought and inquiry are continually 
varying. To expect the college to turn 
out ‘regularly and monotonously men of 
uniform opinions is to expect the im- 
possible. The Ptolemaic astronomy 
ceased to be taught, precisely because 
astronomy continued to be taught. In 
their very nature the results of a col- 
legiate experience are not measurable by 
exact commercial, social or denomination- 
al standards, 

“The best that the college can do is to 
define for its students the words life, re- 
ligion, manhood, culture, character; to 
place before them in personal. atutude 
and suggestive ideal the worth of these 
high aims; to unlfy life by marrying pure 


thought to pvre religion, ethics to es- 
thetics, Hebraism and Hellenism.”

This 
policy has already been demonstrated in 
the matter of the reduced rates on stoves 
which were made from Atlanta to vari- 
ous Georgia points on account of the lo- 
cayon here of the Atlanta stove works, 
and in similar “rates on stoves frem, 
Rome, Daiton and Rockmart published? 
today, manufactories being also jocated at 
those places. 

Opposed to This Policy. 

The Savannahians contend that this 
policy, while all right to @ certain ex- 
tent, is wrong in that the jobbers must 
also get the benefit of these reduced 
rates, and that the result will be that 
the city in the staté which has the 
greater number of manufactories will 
ultimately get the greater part of the 
jobbin® trade because of the low rates 
which are made for the manufacturers.

By the 
terms of the option Plaintiff Eady was 
to pay to Mrs. Speer $7,500 in cash, 
was to assume a mortgage of $11,200 on 
the property due in two years from the 
time of the making of the option and 
was to deed to Mrs. Speer 500 lots in 
Holiy wood cemetery, the lots having been 
‘selected by G. A.> Speer, her husband.

GERMAN YACHT 
SNIMIMING WAVES 


Hamburg Leads Endymion and 
Ailsa 136 Miles, 


New York, May 26~The German rac- 
ing yacht Hamburg ‘led the Endymion 
and Ailsa by 136: miles in the trans- 
Atlantic nace for Emperor William’s cup 
On May 22. All thfeé of the yachts were 


sighted by the steamer St. Louis on that 
day. The Ailsa was leading the Endy- 
mion by about 2 miles. A light southeast 
breeze prevailed. The Hamburg had light 
yvariable winds. This information was 
sent by Marconi wireless telegraph from 
the St. Louis by a roufid about route, 
‘which resulted in considerable delay in 
its transmission. From the St. Louis it 
was given to.the steamer Campania, by 
the Campania to the (Marcon! station at 
Seconset and thence to Néw York. 

On the following day, May 23, the 
Ailsa and thé Hamburg were sighted by 
the steamer Minnehaha, Both the yachts 
had modérate southerly winds and smooth 
sea. The Ailsa was |,06! miles due east 
of Sandy Hook lightship. The Hamburg | 
when sighted by thé Minnéeheha was 
1,107 miles dué east of the lightship. 
At the time shé was sighted was not 
given in the, dispatch received from the 
Minnehaha by Marconi wireless, however, 
the relative position of the yachts can- 
not be determined. 

The Hamburg was leading the Endy- 
micn by more than 65 miles when both 
yachts were sighted by the Cunard liner 
Celtic on Wednesday, last. The Celtic 
sent her report to New York by the 
Campania and Marconi wireless.

Moran Sets the Pace. 

Moran won the 5-mile heat from Cald- 
well in 6:55 2-5 by a lap and a half. 
Hightower won the amateur event, a 5- 
mile race behind motors in 9:24. 

Then the big race of the evening be- 
gan. From the crack of the gun Moran 
started after the world champion deter- 

‘ned to race off his own head or ride 
\wwlthour crazy. The result was that the 
first 10 miles was about the fastest, fan- 
ciest bit of: riding ever seen in Atlanta, 
Walthour gained on Moran, riding right 
behind him, and for awhile jit seemed as 
if he would pass: him. 

Several times he tested Moran's skil!

It was useless, ag Moran was 
riding at too fasi a gait, and the man who 
attempted to pass the rider in a race

Walthour dropped behind, foxily timing 
his gait to that of the Boston champion, 
and the wonder of it is that he ever man- 
aged to keep up with those wild spurts, 
succeeded by the steady grind of miles in 
record-breaking time.

GERMAN YACHT 
SKIMMING WAVES 


Hamburg Leads Endymion and 
Ailsa 136 Miles, 


New York, May 26.~The German rac- 
ing yacht Hamburg ‘led the Endymion 
and Ailsa by 136: miles in the trans- 
Atlantic nace for Emperor William's cup 
on May 22. All thteé of the yachts were 


sighted by the steamer St. Louis on that 
day. The Ailsa was leading the Bndy- 
mion by about 2 miles. A light southeast 
breeze prevailed. The Hamburg had light 
variable winds. This information was 
Sent by Marconi wireless telegnaph from 
the St. Louis by a roufid about route, 
which resulted in considerable delay in 
its transmission.

On the following day, May 23, the 
Ailsa and thé Hamburg were sighted by 
the steamer Minnehaha.

The Ailsa was !,06! miles due east 
of Sandy Hook lightship. The Hamburg 
when sighted by thé Minneheha was 
1,107 miles dué east of the lightship. 
At the time shé was sighted was not 
given in the, dispatch received from the 
Minnehaha by Marconi wireless, however, 
the relative position of the yachts ‘can- 
not be determined. 

The Hamburg was leading the Endy- 
micn by more than 85 miles when both 
yachts were sighted by the Cunard liner 
Celtic on Wednesday, last. The Celtic 
sent her report to New York by the 
Campania and Marconi wireless.

London, May 26.—A Marconi wireless 
telegraph message from the White Star 
Line steamer Cedric, which left New York

Provisions 
are a shade to 5c lower. 

Strength in wheat developed after a 
weak opening. At the start the market 
was influenced by improved weather con- 
ditions: Another factor of considerable 
importance was a liberal increase in re- 
ceipts at Minneapolis.

Corn for May delivery today sold at 
55 !-4c, a break of 7 3-4c from yester- 
day’s closing quotations.

In view of 
the free movement of the cash grain to 
this market bull leaders apparently were 
powerless to hold prices at the high level 
that prevailed the past two days.
